It was delirious. It was wild. It 
was magic. 

It was the incredible season of 
1984. A year the Tigers ruled the 
baseball world from start to finish. 
Convincingly and without chal- 
lenge. 

The Tigers jumped out of the 
gate like a race horse. They never 
stopped until they captured their 
first World Series since 1968 by 
knocking off the San Diego Padres 
in five games. 

The city turned into a carnival 
and responded with a victory 
parade attended by countless 
thousands. 

That only capped a summer full 
of celebration during which the Ti- 
gers never were out of first place. 
Only the fourth team in history to 
lead wire-to-wire, the Tigers be- 
came the first club to turn the trick 
since the 1927 Yankees. 

It was Tom Monaghan’s first 
year as owner of the Tigers. And 
the Domino’s Pizza founder and 
owner never tasted anything but 
first place. 

The Tigers started the season 
with a nine-game winning streak. 
They set a major league record by 
winning 35 of their first 40 games. 
During that stretch, they tied the 
major league mark of 17 straight 
road game victories. 

Against the Kansas City Royals 
in the American League Cham- 
pionship Series, the Tigers swept 
three straight. They won the first 
game of the World Series and 
finished the Padres in five, thereby 
never trailing anyone for even one 
day from the start of the magnifi- 
cant season to the very end. 

At Tiger Stadium and on the 
road, the Tigers were the darlings 
of the diamond. An all-time home 
attendance mark of more than 2.7 
million was established. And the 
Tigers drew more fans on the road 
than any team in either league. 

The Wave became a way of life at 
Tiger Stadium. Celebration was 
the word from April through that

Individual honors were abun- 
dant for the Tigers. Six players 
were named to the All-Star team. 
Willie Hernandez walked away 
with the American League Cy 
Young and Most Valuable Player 
Awards. And Sparky Anderson 
was rewarded with the Manager of 
the Year Award after guiding his 
club to a team record 104 regular 
season victories. 

Sparky notched a couple of 
other historical firsts. He became 
the first manager ever to win a 
World Series in both leagues. He 
became the first to pilot two differ- 
ent teams to at least 100 regular 
season victories. 

But the season really belonged 
to the fans. After supporting their 
favorite team through the rebuild- 
ing years, it was their time to 
celebrate. And the celebration 
lasted an entire summer... 
capped quite appropriately with 
the World Championship crown. 

Performance on the field really 
reflected the comradery of the 
city. It was a true team effort in 
which everyone contributed. 

There were no 20-game winners. 
No pitcher threw 250 innings. No 
batter connected for 35 home runs 
nor drove home 100 runs. And 
only one batter finished above 
.300. 

But everyone did his part. Every- 
one chipped in to make the sum- 
mer of 1984 a year of years.

Billy Muffett and Vada Pinson may be 
new to Detroit Tiger fans, but the 1985 
additions to the coaching staff certainly 
aren’t newcomers. to_ professional 
baseball. Together they have 24 years of 
major league playing experience and 17 
of minor league ball, as well as 
established coaching careers. 

Muffett, 54, is no stranger to many 
current Tigers, having been the club’s 
minor league pitching instructor from 
1979 until his appointment last December 
as Tiger pitching coach. His career 
included six years as a major league 
pitcher with the St. Louis Cardinals, San 
Francisco Giants and Boston Red Sox. 
The Monroe, La., resident began his 
coaching career in 1967 with St. Louis. 

Pinson, 47, compiled an impressive 
.286 batting average in 18 seasons as a 
major league outfielder, including 10 
years with the Cincinnati Reds beginning 
in 1958. He hit 256 homers and had 1,170 
RBI, as well as stealing 305 bases. He 
concluded his playing career in 1975 with 
the Kansas City Royals. Pinson, a 
Tennessean, came to Detroit from Seattle 
where he had two coaching stints, 1977- 
80 and 1982-84. 

Muffett and Pinson join veteran Tiger 
coaches Dick Tracewski, Billy Consolo 
and Alex Grammas. Tracewski, a former 
Tiger player, has been a Detroit coach 
since 1972. Consolo joined the club in 
1979 and Grammas in 1980.

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Say that he was the American League’s Most Valuable 
Player and its Cy Young Award winner as the best pitcher 
and what more need be said about Willie Hernandez? 
Throw in that the 30-year-old left-hander was named Tiger 
of the Year by the local chapter of the Baseball Writers 
Association and there’s almost no need to recap statistics 
from his unbelievable 1984 season — his first with Detroit. 

But it’s still fun recalling the impressive numbers and 
honors the Puerto Rican relief ace compiled, like: Tiger 
records for appearances by a pitcher (80) and games 
finished (69), 32 saves in 33 save situations, a 9-3 record 
and 1.92 ERA, AL Pitcher-of-the-Month for July and an AL 
All-Star, a stretch of 21 games (38% innings) in which he 
gave up just four walks, appearances in all three 
Championship Series games and three of five World Series 
games, earning a save in the AL East playoff and Series 
clinchers. 

Obviously when General Manager Bill Lajoie went after a 
left-handed “stopper” he picked the right one. Hernandez, 
who came to the Tigers in a trade with Philadelphia, had 
been a good pitcher with seven years in the majors, almost 
all with the Chicago Cubs. But his move to Detroit seemed 
to trigger some untapped potential and Hernandez — who 
teamed with fellow Latin Aurelio Lopez to mop up the 
opposition — quickly became a superstar reliever. 

Hernandez outdistanced MVP runnerup Kent Hrbek of 
Minnesota by 59 points in voting by baseball writers, and 
beat out Kansas City’s Dan Quisenberry by 17 points in Cy 
Young voting by the writers. He’s the sixth Tiger and third 
pitcher to have won the AL MVP award and the second 
Tiger to have taken the Cy Young.

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Alan Trammell, Detroit’s Gold Glove shortstop for 
the third time in four years, has proven to be a catalyst 
for the Tigers. Having him in the lineup every day has 
been important in the team’s success, not only for his 
glovework and hitting, but also baserunning and 

general leadership. Thus it wasn’t a great surprise 
when it was Trammell who was named the World 

Series’ Most Valuable Player. He hit .450 against 

San Diego, with nine hits in 20 at bats and six RBI. 

He hit two homers in Game 4. 

In the Championship Series against Kansas 
City he finished with a .364 average, with four 
hits in 11 at bats and three RBI in the three- 
game series. The post-season performance, 
including superb fielding, gave no indication 
that Trammell had been playing with consider- 
able pain in the shoulder of his throwing arm, 
Trammell, the AL Player-of-the-Month for 
April (.403 batting average), had an 18- 
game hitting steak through May 1 — then 
a 20-game streak in August. He was 
involved in seven late-inning rallies, 
had 10 game-tying RBI, eight to put 
the team ahead and five game- 
winners. He also stole 19 bases. 
Trammell was on the disabled 
list in mid-July due to his ail- 
ing shoulder, but then got 
back in the lineup as a 
designated hitter. He hit 
in 12 of 13 games lead- 
ing to the division 
title clincher.

The left-handed hitting former 
AL Rookie-of-the-Year (1978) hit 
.289. Among his 161 hits, tops 
on the team, were 13 home 
runs. He drove in 56 runs, 12 
game-winners — not bad for a 
leadoff hitter. He also had 25 
doubles. 

Whitaker had three four-hit 
games and in one game he 
scored five runs. Among his 
homers were three which led off 
the first inning, giving him 11 
such leadoff blasts for his 
career. Other highlights of 
his 1984 season include a 
10-game hitting streak, 
his first grand slam 
homer and an inside- 
the-park home run. 
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Since 1979 Jack Morris won more games (102) 
heading into the 1985 season than any other 
right-handed pitcher in the major leagues. That’s 4a 
a pretty solid No. 1 starter and clearly indicates 
one of the prime reasons the Tigers have risen 
to the top in the majors. Last season Morris 
had a 19-11 record and respectable 3.65 ERA, 
with nine complete games and 149 strike- 
outs. His no-hitter in Chicago in April was 
the first by a Tiger since 1958. 

Morris, the only Tiger to lead the team 
in victories for five consecutive sea- 
sons, won 10 of his first 11 decisions, 
the loss being a 1-0 shutout by Bos- 
ton. He was named the American 
League’s_ Pitcher-of-the-Month for 
April with a 5-0 record and 1.98 ERA. 
In May he was 5-1 with a 1.79 ERA. 
With those numbers it’s easy to see 
how the Tigers could have jumped 
off to a 35-5 start. 

Morris bounced back from arm 
and elbow problems in June 
and July and missed a week in 
September with a stiff shoul- 
der. But he overcame the ail- 
ments to have a fine season, 
including being selected to 
the All-Star Game.

The 27-year-old Scherrer, 
who was born in Tonawanda, 
N.Y., outside Buffalo, attended 
the University of Nevada-Las 
Vegas and began his pro career 
in 1977, earning a promotion to 
Cincinnati for a few games in 
1982.

O'Neal, the top Tiger pick in the 
secondary phase of the 1981 June 
draft, was the best fielding pitcher 
in the American Association. He 
had 50 chances without an error.

Doug Baker was impressive 
defensively as a non-roster player 
in spring training last season, so 
when shortstop Alan Trammell de- 
veloped a sore arm in mid- 
summer, Manager Sparky Ander- 
son had no qualms about bringing 
Baker up to the parent club. His 
contract was purchased from 
Evansville on July 2 and, with the 
exception of a 10-day span at the 
beginning of August, Baker 
stayed with the Tigers right 
through the World Series.

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Ernie Harwell and 
Paul Carey 


It’s not uncommon to find Tiger fans 
tuned in to Ernie Harwell and Paul Carey on 
WJR radio broadcasting a Tigers game as 
the fans watch the same game on national 
TV with the sound down. That’s how much 
they enjoy Harwell and Carey’s straight- 
forward approach. 

Baseball Hall of Famer Harwell’s career 
dates back to 1940. He’s been handling 
Tiger games since 1960. Carey’s resonant 
voice has been heard on radio since 1949 
and in Tiger braodcasts since 1973. 

Harwell and Carey’s counterparts in the 
television booth are equally adept and re- 
spected. And there’s certainly no question 
about their knowledge of baseball, for both 
George Kell and Al Kaline are members of 
the Hall of Fame. 

Kell, former Tiger third baseman, has 
been on Detroit’s TV team since 1959 
(minus 1964).
